Tbe Exe^sulire Couditionsi 
The eooditioDS upon which the Exm 
eeativ* nropoaoB that this colony shall 
beoome'B Proviooe of the DominloD oi 
Canada are novr before tbo public; and, 
allhough exceptiOQ may doabtlesa bo 
tskon in BOmo initanoes, yet w« are 
disposed to regard them in the main as 
highly creditable to the Gorerninor.t 
and generally auoeptable to the people — 
ascaloulttiod, in fact, to greatly disarm 
what little opposition to Confederation 
existed. Of course those oonditioiia havo 
yet to obtain the sanotioa of the Lej;- 
Ulivo Cooncil, to bo aooopted ;by tho 
Parliament of Cauiida, and to be finally 
ratified by the people of Briiish Oolnin- 
bin. As regards the sanetion of tho 
Legislative CJoaiicil, tliuru can oxiit little 
doubt. Executive ondoisomoiit will 
constitute a spouiallj gocd passport for 
the measure. And yet it is to be hoped 
that tbe reference to the Legislative 
Ooaooil Will be something more than a 
' " mere forin. Lotus believe ibat thoro 
will be an honest desiro on iho purt 
of tUo GovGniminit to consult, iho 
jadgment of tho larger Couucil, and 
weigh witbicandor and respect any ul- 
teratiohs or additions that may be sut^- 
gested. That the Legislative Council 
will not be disposed to shut its ayes and 
open its mouth to bwuIIow whutovur 
Comes from Lho Exoeulivo may ri->adily 
be believed; but we are unwilling 
to ttbiok that any onreaaoniug^ faotioos 
opposition will bo offered to a measure 
of inch profound importance. While it 
will be the earnest desire of tho groat 
bulk of British rosidonts to seo tbe mea- 
sure phaa, it will ba tho wisl) of ">o -t 

persons who have the wellaro of tus 
colony at' hearti;jind -^bo have bestowed 
earoest tbodgbt npoa' the sabject, to 
see it corae from tho hands of the Log' 
islaturo bearing the impreas of enlarged 
liberality. Looking carefully at the 
Tarious items, and having.iai jview tho 
exoeptional position, ciroumstarices and 
importance of British Culuinbia, we are 
disposed to think that tho terms will bo 
readily agreed to by Ciinada. Indeed, 
one migiu almost fancy thiu ono 
eotild discover in these terms ibc 
result of a mutnal understanding be- 
tween the two Gpvernmeats. In so far 
aa the fioalratifibation of tho contract 
by biir own people is conoemud, iboro 
would appear to be small came for ini- 
easinen8. True, delays are daugorous 
in the matter of intercolonial as wull as 
matrimonial anion ; and if this question 
■hould be permitted to liqger for another 
■ year, there is - movsayiog what changes 
pablic sentimeolt' might ' undergo. It Ih 
to bo presumed, however, tliat any such 
delay will bo altogether unnecessary. Tho 
present session may well be cut short, 
.•od,an:appeftlitpi,tbe people bad before 
,tbe JDomiiiion Parliament rises. In 
that. ease the ncoossary addreHses to the 
Queen could be pussod by the Parlia- 
ment of Canada, during its present 
Session, ond by tho now Houso 
here, and then it would only remain to 
comply with the formality ot admis- 
■iOD. Id this way the w'hote oilair 
would be completed during tho prcffont 
year. Without any djMre to antici- 
pate possible rovulsion of public opni' 
ion by nndne haste, ii will lio admitted 
on all hands that it w« aro going to 
oonfedi^rate^ the sooner the better. Tbe 
feeling of anxious unrest and uncer* 
taialy insoparablo Irom' the transition 
state now occupied by tho colony is 
highly prejudicial to lho boH interesis 
of tho community; aud if such worktt 
as thoBO iciiicatud in tbe scbedulo ox 
copdiiions a*'e to be tbe immediate re- 
anlt of Confederation, the sooaor that 
ebango takes place tho better for all. 
As every month's delay in arranging 
the union must postpono tiio cnnraeneo' 
ment of thcge oiiierprises by just no 
much, one cannot but regard unnecea- 
.pary delay in the light of a great pub. 
' "^iid loss. ' Let Confederation be brought 
»bout well and quickly, will bo tho uni- 
Vcreal wish of ilio peoplu. Let us oxa« 
mino some ot the principal itims in 
this prt^ramme of coniiiiions. Bv 
placing thv population at 120,000 seve- 
ral importan- advaoiages will be ob- 
tained, as tbo b-oiitest of which wo uro 
not disposed lo i^^ard the direct rinati- 
oial one. Tlio rauL auitus of tlio 
colony will be improv,j^ ^,,,1 
for representation ,,at 0..i\va enhirgod. 
And here the Governor displayed 
an amount of. sagacity nov fo„Q(j 
thoie who have hitherto be^ ^of,^ 
lealous io propounding terms, 
grant, of $86,000 aud 80 cents per h.^,J 
for each inhabitant will mnko tho am., 
of $131,000 10 be paid to this colony 
by the Dominion for tho support of tlis 
looftl GoTeromont Add to this interest 
on difference of public debt ($82,000), 
aud wo have 8213,000 a year for the 
purp'iee of carrying on ihu provin. 
•ial Govornmont. it is truo tliaf a 
larger grant has soniolimus boon pro- 
posed by bold v?riters upon tbe 
sabjoct; but it would, perhaps, bo 
nnreasoDnblo to expect more, iu view 
of the other ounconaions nskod. And, 
yrith becoming oounoiny, the sum named 
. ought, to sudieo for the purponu. In so 
far ng thoy rolaio lo ovorhuid coin>. 
mUDtoation, the conditions must, in tho 
main^ eoiqmepd themselves to every 
reaBonabie mihd^ and convince tbe most 
skeplicttl and su.spicioua thai thuro has 
been nu 'plotiing to sull the (Joloiiy to 
IboiO dreadful CnnadianH.' I'uu posi- 
tion that tho coii.iu'uction of thi.'i end 
•of the railway bhull not, await lho eom- 
iplecion of the eastern eection if ^^ao* 
-donbtedly a correct and reatdn^ble one.

construction of tho railway, as the 
only means of rendering Confederation 

real, Buocosr-ful Or cnduriiji^ ; and there 
can, thoreforo, bo no reasonablo objoc-< 
tioa to tbo simultaneous constractiou of 
tho two great sections into whicti it is 
naturally dirided, A waggon road is 
possibly a titling fororunnor of a raiU 
way; but wo coll^'o^S that we oannotsue 
aiiy good reason for iinioing 30 dibtunt 
a period for the cominciictmout ot the 
larger work ; nor vrouid we bo disposed 
to place the:miDi.ionm pf.ezpendftare so 
absurdly low. ^t' .may ^bo worthy of 
oonsidorntion whothor the Omission of 
lho wagon road and the snbstitnlion of 
an oarliof pi.'riod fur tho commencement 
of lho railway would not, alter nil, bu 
more benoficial to Britibh Coluoibiii 
and equally acceptable to tbe Dominion 
OJovomment. Coming to tbe qaesLioa 
of tho fleet, that by no mcuntj unim- 
portant subject is happily and moat ef- 
lectivoly dealt with. It must bo clear 
that with tho cstablislimciit of a grav- 
ing dock ut Esquiiualt, the iuHacuce of 
ibc Dominion (ioveromeat will not be 
brought to bear in vain upon the Im- 
psrial authorities wiih a viow of Bocnr- 
ing tbe pre'^enco of Her Alujc.sty'a 
lijavttl lorce in lho Pacific. Forliiij^bily 
ateuui conimuniciiliou with fcian Fran- 
cisco, with snob steamships and at such 
reduced rales of faro and freight as 
cannot fail to attract population and 
commerce; constitutes, of itself, o sub- 
ject of the very f^jreatost impDrtaaco. 
With tho estublishniont of snoli com- 
muuicaiioa thoro is no reuson lo donbt 
ihal tho colony will enjoy the immcdiato 
ruturn of a very large measare of pros- 
perity. When to theso substantial 
benefits we come to add tho^o involved 
In the construction and mninieuanco ul 
liglit.,lioUdea, hoijulals, luiiatii- asylum, 
poiiitomiary, judioiury, poHLul hvirvice, 
and relief from the public debt, wo tuny 
■Mail conclude that no iraa io bis seasex, 
and with his judgment unwarpod, can 
full to realize the i^rcal practical ndvan- 
lagos ofl'ered by nnioii wiih (Jiiiiada.
